Twelve Oat of Fifteen Vanilla Extract* 


Were Found to be Adult­ 


erated. 


T w elve out of fifteen samples of 


vanilla extract sold on the market 


are adulterated, if the samples an­ 


alyzed at the A . and M. College are 


fairly representative of the com- 
com pounds that com m only go by 
the name. 
These analysis 
were 
made by Mr. J. B. Rather, a mem- 
l>er of the senior class in the college, 
as his thesis in chem istry for grad­ 
uation in June. 
H e analyzed fif­ 
teen sam ples of vanilla extract, one 
of a so-called “ cereal” coffee, one 
of 
“ m alt” coffee and 
one of a 
“ liquid” coffee. 
A s stated above 
tw elve samples of the extracts were 
adulterated. 
Som e .samples had no 


vanilla about them , but were purely 
artificial products. 
Som e were pre­ 
pared from the toka bean, a cheaper 
m aterial 
than 
the vanilla 
bean. 


One sam ple seemed to be au e x ­ 
tract 
of 
exhausted vanilla beau 
w ith the the addition of synthetic 


vanilla in it. 
T h e coffee substitutes and e x ­ 


tracts were not found to be adult­ 


erated. 
\ 
Chem ical analysis of the drink 
prepared from these coffee substi­ 


tutes were made and show ed that 
the food value of the beverages was 
about the same as the value of 
skim m ilk. 
A com plete analysis of 


the “ liquid” coffee was made and 
it showed that the liquid contained 


about the same percentage of eof- 
feine and coffetanic acid as roasted 


coffee.

W ashington D. C. M ay 4.— Last bulletin gave forecasts of 
disturbance to cross continent 5 to 9, warm w ave 4 to 8, cool 
w ave 7 to i i . 
N ext disturbance w ill reach Pacific coast about 
9, cross west of Rockies country by close of 10, great central v a l­ 
leys i i to 13, eastern states 14. 
W arm w ave w ill cross west of 
R ockies about 9, great central valleys 11, eastern states 13. 
Cool 
w ave w ill cross west of Rockies about 12, great central valleys 
14, eastern states 16. 
T h is disturbance w ill be most severe on the Pacific slope 
about M ay 9 and 10 and at the same time the disturbance pre­ 
ceding it will be at its greatest intensity on the A tlan tic slope. 
T h is 10 to 14 disturbance w ill be preceded by very cool weather 
and w ill be followed by the greatest drop in tem perature that will 
occur in M ay. 
T his will become a furious storm out on the A t­ 
lantic from 15 to 18. 
Priucipai rains of this disturbance w ill occur about the great 
lakes aud the upper Ohio valley w hile dry w eather w ill prevail 
on the A tlantic slope, the upper M issouri valley and in western 
T exas. 
A bout and follow ing M ay 4 severe w eather and very cool 
m ay be expected with rains in Illinois, Indiana and O hio while 
elsewhere dry weather is expected. 
I am expecting June and July to be very hot and dry in m any 
parts of the U nited States and therefore not a favorable tim e to 
visit W ashington and the Jamestown exposition.

A u gu st to be a cool month and Septem ber and October moderate, 
therefore I advise my readers that from ’A u gu st 15 to October 15 
w ill be the most favorable time for that eastern trip.

O f course a m ajority of those w ho visit the Jamestown e x ­ 
position w ill stop over at W ashington from one to ten days and 
see the interesting features of our capital city.
